QUARTER OF CENTURY HAS GONE BY 


World’s Fair City Crowds Gather To 
Tell Each Other How Glad They 
Are That the Conflagration 
of 1871 Occurred. ° 


Chicago, October 9.—Twenty-five years 
aco today the city of Chicago was laid to 
waste by the greatest conflagration of mod- 
ern times. 

Today, in commemoration of that day of 
dreadful havoc and suffering, Chicago cele- 
brated the rebuilding and progress of what 
is now the second city in America. 

The anniversary was taken adyantage of 
by local managers of the presidential cam- 
paign to make a denvWmstration in democ- 
racy of the continuance of the present fi- 
nancial system, both republicans and gold 
democrats joining forces under the direc- 
tion of the Business Men’s Sound Money 
Association, in organizing a parade, the 
equal of which has never been seen in this 
or probably any other American city. 

As counter demonstration, the free 
silverites combined in torchlight parade, 
which was fully’as notable as the day pa- 
rade of the gold men. , 

Probably in the history of Chicago there 
never has been quite so many people on 
The sidewalks along the entire 


command. 


The fifth division consisted of all west 
side organizaticns, Marshal John Powers

¥ision included all unassigned organiza- 


tions, bicycle clubs and members. of the 


American Railway Union. 


The demonstration in point of numbers 
and enthusiasm was a grand success. Ow- 


ing to several changes in the route from 


that given in the newspapers, there was 


Some confusion and thousands were dis- 


appointed. The alteration in the programme 


was made necessary by the presence of 
street cars on. the original route. 
The banners as a rule were of an im- 


promptt order and many of the mottoes 


were trite in their application and were 
wildly cheered at all points. One in partic- 
ular bearing the inscription: “Our Bosses 
Are Watching,” caught the crowds. 


A float on which were seated seventien 
young ladies, of whom sixteen ‘were dress- 


ed in white with silver adornments and 
one decked with gold, was cheered con- 


tinually. Over 30,000 men were in line, the 
north and south divisions moving first, the 
west side contingent joining in when tue 
rear of the first two reached Randolph ana 


Market streets. 

The parade was due to arrive at Tatter- 
Sall’s, at Sixteenth and State streets, in 
time to participate in the free silver meet- 
ing there, but long before it was possible 
for the marchers to arrive the meeting 
Was over. - 

A conservative estimate puts the number 
of people on the down-town street of Chi- 
cago from 9 o'’¢Tock this morning until 
midnight at 600,000.

SHOT IN THE SHOULDER, HE SUICIDES 


Pistols Found Buckled to His Body 
and Money of the Looted Bank 
in His Belt. 


Wellsville, Minn., October 9.—John~ D. 
Sair, who no doubt engineered the robbery 
at Sherburne Wednesday afternoon, is 
dead, as is also Marshal Gallien, of Ban- 
croft, Ia. 

This sequel to the Martin county tragedy 
came a few minutes after 9 o'clock this 
morning in a bloody battle on the state 
line road near Elmore, Minn. 

A posse of 100 men, in command of Depu- 
ty Sheriff Ward, of Martin county, got on 
the trail of Sair shortly after daylight and 
tracked him to a farmhouse. 

Deputy Ward knocked at the door and 
was answered by a woman, but before she 
had spoken three words Sair rushed up be- 
hind her and began firing over her shoulder 
at the officers. He fired seven times in 
quick succession, one of the bullets striking 
Marshal Gallien in the forehead and killing 
him instantly. 

The desperado then quickly ran out of 
the house by way of the back door, mount- 
ed his bicycle and dashed off toward the 
east. The posse caught sight of him and

Crush Calls for Ambulances. 

So great was the crush on the street, that 
the ambulances and patrol wagons were 
kept busy all day in removing those who 
were squeezed into unconsciousness—mostly 
women and children. Pickpockets took ad- 
vantage of the large crowd in front of the 
United States express office, on Washing- 
ton street. and started a fight. In the ex- 
citement several women were robbed of 
their purses and their screams started a 
panic, during which three or four women 
fainted and a number of persons received 
slight bruises. The parade was stopped 
while the officers rescued the fainting w0- 
men and restored order, Seyeral arrests 
were made.

Young Man Suicides rer Want of 
Money To Marry. 
Washington, October 9.—Dillard Ragland, 
tweaty-seven years of age, a native of 
Texas, employed in the internal revenue 
bureau of the treasury department, com- 
mitted suicide last night by inhaling gas, 
because he could not raise money enough 
to go to Atlanta, Ga., to get married next 

Monday. 

He was engaged to Miss Bessie Rosamond 
Gurley, of Dallas, Tex., and the date and 
details of his approaching wedding had 
been announced in some of thd Atlanta 
newspapers. Failing to secure pecuniary 
aid from his relatives in Texas, and having 
only $5 in his possession, Ragland killed 
himself. 

Today a telegram came to the dead man 
from his father in Texas stating that funds 
for his trip and for his marriage expenses 
had beén placed to his order in a local 
bank. 


TORN TO PIECES BY FAST TRAIN. 


Man Steals His Boy, Stops on Railroad 
Track To Drink and Is Killed. 

Columbia, S. C., October 9.—(Special.)— 
Edward Garrison, of Winnesboro, 8. C., 
met with a tragic death here this evening. 
The man had become a habitual drunkard. 
His wife refused to live with him, coming 
here to her married sister, bringing her 
thirteen-year-old son. 

Garrison followed and made frequent at- 
tempts to get possession of the boy and to 
get his wife to return to him. Today while 
intoxicated he caught his son on the streets 
and taking him forcibly started to the rail- 
way station.

Benjamin H. Osborn, aged twenty-one, 
a raving lunatic, who had escaped from his 


home and: was being hunted by officers at 
the time, walked up behind Theodore Schra- 


der, who was returning home from his 


day’s work, and: without a word of warning | 


shot him to death like a dog. 

In quick succession five shots came from 
the maniac’s revolver. The bullets plowed 
their way into the, unsuspecting man’s 
body. Never knowing who his assailant 
was the murdered man reeled forward 
twenty feet before falling headlong to the 
pavement. When he struck the hard brick 
of the sidewalk all consciousness left him. 
In.a few minutes his heart had ceased to 
beat. . 

The streets were filled with pedestrians 
at the time, and half a dozen persons saw 
the’ assassin’s awful deed. Scores were at- 
tracted to the scene when the first bang of 
the pistol was heard. They saw the mur- 
derer standing apparently unconcerned, 
watching the effect of his deadly work. They 
saw the murdered man hurling forward 
on his face like a drunkard. Hundreds rush- 
ed toward the spot. Excitement was in- 
tense. 

Without resistance the murderer was ar- 
rested. The murdered man was carried 
to a near-by undertaker’s shop while he 
still lived, but nothing could be done to 
save him. The missles of lead had plowed 
through his body until there was no hope. 

Indignation against the murderer was in- 
tense, but no one made a move to do him 
bodiky harm. Policemen were near and 
they seized him and hurried him off to 
jail. 

The poor fellow who was 30 ruthlessly 
cut down did not even have a chance to 
speak, scarcely to think. The force of the 


three bullets which were driven into his- 


back with such instantaneous rapidty 
seemed to shove him forward as if he had 
been run into by a man at full speed. 
What his first thoughts were when he 
felt the bullet pierce him must forever re- 


main a mystery. There was a groan, noth-

For several months Osborn has been in 
love with Miss Alice Key, a beautiful young 
lady who lives on Markham street, Her 
father is in business in Alabama. 

Both families of the young. people knew 
that the couple were close friends, but 


never suspected matrimony. But despite 
the unfortunate mental condition of the 
young man love found a way. 

About 7 o’clock on Monday night. Osborn 
left his home as usual. He was accustomed 
to gO away at nights, often walking as 
much as thirty miles in his delirium, and 
his people thought nothing strange of his 
actions, 

Instead of taking his usual stroll, how- 
ever, he went straight to the home of 
Lis sweetheart. Both were bent on being 
married, and, therefore, proceeded to the 
home of Dr. Roberts, the pastor of Trinity 
church, on Trinity avenue. 

Before the ceremony was performed the 
minister noticed something very queer in 
Osborn’s manner. He supposed, however, 
that he was slightly embarrassed, or per- 
haps unaccustomed to such ceremonies, 
and after a few questions which Osborn 
answered rationally, Dr. Roberts decided 
to proceed with the ceremony. 

After they had been made husband and 
wife they drove to the Purtell house, on 
Forsyth street, and secured rooms. They 
remained there for two days before their 
people knew anything about the clandes- 
tine romance. 

When the Osborns heard of the mar- 
riage they were astounded. They had de- 
cided that it would not do for the union 
to be continued, and, therefore, took steps 
to break it up.

WANTS NO ISOLATED. POLICY 


Tells Why He Differs From Gladstone 
on Turkish Situation. 


THROWS ASIDE CHRISTIANITY FOR DIPLOMACY 


Resiened Leader Says He Doesn’t 
Care To See His Country Com- 
mit Suicide Just Yet.

Edinburgh, October 9.—Speaking in this 
city tonight, Lord Rosebery, the ex-prime 
minister, discussed the remed'es that had 
been suggested for the settlement of the 
Turkish question. He adduced reasons 
against nearly every one of the remedies. 
Regarding the proposal that Russia should 
take possession of Constantinople, Lord 


Rosebery said that the late government 
(his own) had been extremely anxious to 
arrive at an entente wkh Russia, and he 
was still in every way hopeful that a sat- 
Tkfactory understanding between Great 
Britain and Russia on the Turkish ques- 


tion would be reached. 

He urged the advocates of the proposal, 
however, to remember the treatment that 
fiad been accorded the Poles by the Rus- 
sians. Moreover, he asked, how is Great 
Britain to give Russia what is not hers? 

Avowing veneration and unaltered friend- 
ship for Mr. Gladstone, Lord Rosebery 
said that he could not agree with the pro- 
posal made by the latter in his Liverpoo 
speech to withdraw ‘the British ambassador 
from Constantinople, or to threaten action 
which could not be effected if the powers 
did not approve. Such a course woula 
lead to humiliation. 

He differed with Mr. Gladstone in the 
opinion that Great Britain was bound by 
the Cyprus convention ‘to intervene in 
Turkey. This convention had been a dead 
‘letter ever since it had been signed. He 
did not desire especially the retention of 
Cyprus, and would willingly give it to any 
power, except Turkey, as the price of a 
European concert. 

Opposed to Isolated Action. 

Lord Rosebery further declared that he 
Was emphatically opposed to isolate& ac- 
tion by Great Britain on the Turkish ques- 
tion and would fight the proposal that she 
act alone tooth and toenail. Such action 
would mean an European war with the 
slaughter of hundreds of thousands, threat- 
en the existence of Great Britain, and, per- 
haps, precede the extermination of the Ar- 
menians. He could conceive of nothing 
more ‘futile, dangerous and disastrou® than 
such a policy. 

Any British minister incurring a Euro- 
pean war except through the direct neces- 
sity of interests distinctly British would 
be a criminal to his counjry and to his po- 
sition, He believed that any just war 
would have the assistance of the British 
colonies, He doubted that a war in behalf 
of the Armenians would elicit such assist- 
ance. 

The panacea was concerted action by the 
powers nearest interested, This could not 
be long postponed. 


Lord Rosebery then referred to his re- 


tirement from the leadership of the liberal 
party, saying that the difference of opinion 
on the eastern question was only of a se- 
ries of incidents that had induced him to 
resign the leadership. 

Seys Support Is Not Loyal. 

He added that he had not received the 
loyal support that a peer needed if he was 
to lead his party successfully. His govern- 
ment in its early days had been defeated 
by its own followers. 

The policy he had suggested for the elec- 
tion had not yet been adopted. Finally Mr. 
Gladstone had innocently ministered the 
coup de grace. The internal differences 
in the party had been equal to the external 
differences. His action had been so ham- 
pered as to render his position untenable. 

He had tendered his resignaticn to his 
colleagues after the election. Lord Rose- 
bery, inconclusion, thanked Messrs. Foller, 
Asquith and Arneld Morley for their cordial 
support. 

The meeting unanimously adopted a reso- 
lution expressing gratitude for the manner 
in which Lord Rosebery had led the liberal 
party, deeply regretting his retirement and 
earnestly hoping that he would reconsider 
his action and resume the leadership. 

Lord Rosebery replied that his decision 
was the result of mature reflection and had 
been taken with the conviction off its ab- 
solute necessity.

Not succeeding in his attempt at police 
interference Ed Osborn took out the proper 
papers before Ordinary Calhoun Thursday 
and his trial was to have occurred yester- 
day morning had the young man not es- 
caped the officers, 

Tried To Shoot a Bailiff. 

Yesterday morning Osborn was to have 
been tried before Ordinary Calhoun on @ 
writ of lunacy that had been issued at the 
request of his relatives. 

While the court officials were awaiting 
the return of Bailiff Cook, who had been 
deputized to make the arrest, Osborn had 
escaped from his father’s house and was 
running through the streets of the city 
with a heavily loaded revolver, declaring 
that it was his intention to shoot the man 
who had deprived him of his soul. 

Bailiff Cook first went to the Purcell. 
boarding house, where he found the bride 
of Osborn. The young wife, who had been 
married but a few days, was greatly ex- 
cited about the condition of her husband, 
declaring that he had attempted to throw 
a handful of cartridges in the fire and had 
but a few moments before the arrival of 
the officer left the building with his re- 
volver in his pocket, 

A search was made by Bailiff Cook, and 
the demented man was finally located in a 
room at the house of his father, James M. 
Osborn, on Chapel street. a 

Osborn had his pistol, and when the 
bailiff appeared at the door, the man was 
wild, ¥ 

“I will shoot the first man that stick 
his head in that door,” yelled Osborn, who 
could be heard pacing back and forth in 
the room. 

‘TI, don’t care who it is,” he exclaimed, 
“T will kill him the minute he shows his 
head. You had better leave the house, if 
you don’t want to have a hole through 
your head. Let me alone, or I will shoot 
you.”’ 

Bailiff Telephones the Sheriff. 

Bailiff Cook, probably one of the bravest 
men of the sheriff's office, did not know 
what course to pursue at this moment, but 
he finally decided to wait downstairs to 
see if Osborn would not cool down and 
give him an opportunity to get out of the 
room so the arrest could be made. 

But Qsborn would not budge. 

As the bailiff waited below, he could 
hear the crazy man as’he walked back and 


forth across the floor, stamping the carpet 


and talking in loud tones, 

The bailiff, accompanied by a brother of 
the lunatic, then went back up stairs and 
knocked upon the door. 

Both men: pleaded with Osborn to come 
out, as they desired to see him an impor- 
tant business. 

“If you come in this room, if you even 
make a crack in the door,’’ replied Os- 
born excitedly, “I will shoot you to death 
and will do it quick.’’ 

Cook then left the house and telephoned 
the sheriff, asking whether he should 
break in the door and arrest the man, or 
whether he should wait ..nd see what would 
develop. 

Deputy Sheriff Blount answered the tele- 
Phone and advised Bailiff Cook to wait, 
and under no circumstances attempt to en- 
ter the room. 

Osborn’s Daring Escape. 

While Bailiff Cook was at the telephone, 
a brother of Osborn rushed to Cook with 
the information that Osborn had escaped 
from the second-story window of the house 
and was at large. 

“When I reached the house the second 
time,” said Bailiff Cook, yesterday, aS he 
was telling of his adventure, ‘I found 
a rope was dangling from the window, 
One end of the rope was tied to 4 bed- 
stead that had been rolled to the window 
and by this rope Osborn had slid down 
from the window. 

“Those who were in. the house at the 
time of the es:ape told me that they heard 
sometbing scraping down the side of the 
walls, and upon an investigation saw that 
Osborn had used the rope as a means for 
his escape. The noise they heard against 
the sije of the house was the man’s feet 
as he dangled from the rope and raked 
the weatherboardirg.” 

A search was made of the house and 
yard, but no trace of the man could be 
seen. When he reached the ground he 
evidently darted around the corner of the 
house and escaped through the fence and 
turned into an alley, in this manner elud- 
ing those who were watching the hoyse 
from the street In front, 

“We looked everywhere for Osborn,” 
said Bailiff Cook, “but he could not be 
found and we were not able to get the 
slightest glimpse of any trail that would 
give us a clew of the direction which he 


‘took as he was leaving. 


“The rope was still swaying in the air 
and was in motion for several minutes, 
showing that Osborn had just escaped 
when his flight had been discovered. He 
had rolled a heavy bedstead to the window, 
and securing a rope, had tied the end of 
the rope to a leg of the bed and thrown 
the other end out of the window. When 
this was done, he evidently took hold of the 
rope, crawled out of the window and slid 
down, running swiftly from the place as 
soon as his feet touched the ground.” 


His Strange Hallucination. 

Osborn believed that his soul had been 
stolen from him by a dog, and through the 
hours of the night he would cry out that 
he would kill the dog, 

To his young bride he gave a picture of a 
dog, which he declared had seized his soul. 
The picture was roughly drawn in pencil 
and was of course purely imaginary. 

“Tf the dog hasn’t got my soul, some 
man has taken it from the dog, and I will 
kill both man and dog, for I must have my 
soul back.”’ 

Thus the groom of only five days mutter- 
ed his threats and then deliberately loaded 
his pisto] and went from his room, vowing 
to do murder. 

Was Once in the Asylum. 

Osborn has been in the asylum, where 
he was sent from this county several 
months ago, but was released, as it was 
thought by the prison authorities that he 
had been cured. 

Previous to the time he was carried toa 
the asylum he was arrested for a viola- 
tion of the postal law and was bound over 
in the court of United States Commission- 
er Will D. Height. 

Pending his trial he was sent to ja.. 
and later on tried on a writ of lunacy. The 
violation of: the law was charged on ac- 
count of several letters which he is said to 
have written a young lady. The first iet- 
ters were epistles of love, but later on he 
began to make threats and send obscene 
literature to her through the mails. 

When Osborn returned from the asylum 
he began working at the lthographer’s 
trade and is said to be an expert en- 
graver. At the time he was being sought 
by the bailiff he was making arrangements 
for a job in Salt Lake City. 

His father, James M. Osborn, is a car- 
penter, and is a hard working man, bear- 
ing a good -reputation in the commu- 
nity in which he lives. 

Osborn Creates Excitement. 

The fact that a crazy man had been 
os we the neighborhood‘caused great ex- 
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gags age ote, Peony , 
In a few minutes after Cook had tel 
phoned Sheriff Barnes. Bailiffs Mitche 
and Kimberly were sent out to the house, 
but they. arrived after Osborn had made 
his daring escape. ae : 

The excitement probably became more 
intense after the emstape than hefore, as 
it was known that Osborn carried ~ his 
pistol with him and declared that he 
would kill the man whom he believed had 
stolen his immortality. Then it was that 
the neighbors were thoroughly alarmed, 
for they did not know at what moment 
they would chance to meet with the 
lunatic. | 

The wildest excitement prevailed anti pe- 
destrians gave every. stranger a wide 
berth as they passed on different sides of 
the street. 

Several joined in the search for Osborne 
with the bailiffs; and every yard in the 


vicinity was searched by the party. But | 


Osborn could not be located in the neigh- 
borhood. After a search of several hours 
the men returned and reported their fail- 
ure to find the esraped lunatic. 

Osborn’s whereabouts were unknown 
from the time he left home until] the shoot- 
ing occurred in the afternoon. 

It is supposed, however, that he was 
somewhere in town. He had a revolver 
in his pocket, which he had been carrying 
for weeks. His father states he knew Os- 
born had the pistol, but thinking him 
harmless, had never taken it from him. 

It was about 4:35 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon when Schrader left his work at the 
corner of Loyd and Hunter streets. At the 
front door he separated from Mr. E. M. 
Pritchett and was in the best of spirits. 
He had started toward the postoffice, He 
walked briskly up Loyd street, intending 
to soon take a car and see his wife and 
child, | 

Faced His Murderer. 

At the railroad crossing there was a 
train across the tracks. He stopped a mo- 
ment and waited for the train to move. He 
was just opposite the center of the union 
depot, standing close to the shed. 

At this same time Osborn was walking 
down Wall street and turned into Loyd. 
Instead of waiting for the train to move, 
he walked around the east end, His pur- 
pose is a mystery. Some think he had 
murder in his heart and that he was going 
to the lithographing establishment to work 
havoc with his weapon. % 

As he walked around the end of the car 
his eyes fell upon Schrader standing only a 
short distance away. Osborn drew his re- 
volver quickly and walked to within three 
feet of his victim. 

Schrader then saw Osborn, but it was too 
late. Without uttering a single word the 
insane man raised the pistol and fired five 
times in quick succession. He gave his 
victim no warning. There was no time or 
chance for resistance. 

Schrader threw up. his hands and cried: 
“My God! my God!”’ 

The wotnded man staggered ih get and 
gasping for breath, ran forwa to the 
pavement in front of the Georgia railroad 
depot. Here he fell heavily to the pave- 
ment. ; 

Osborn never moved in his tracks. He 
looked at his victim as he fell, and seeméu 
to exhibit a kind of exhultant pride in the 
terrible tragedy he had just committed. 


Girardeau’s Narrow Escape. 

In an instant afterward he glanced up 
and his eyes fell on Mr. C. H. Girardeau, 
who had just ridden on his horse into Loyd 
street from Alabama. Mr. Girardeau had 
seen all that had happened, and was in 
the act of tying his horse, intending to 
rush to the assistance of the dying man 
when Osborn raised Lis revolver again and 
leveled it at Mr. Girardeau. 

He pulled the trigger and the pistol Snap- 
ped. He pulled again and it snapped again. 
The chambers were empty and the bullets 
had already done their work of death. 

Then came the crowd. The reports had 
been heard for blocks around, and people 
rushed to see what had happened. Osborn 
was not terrified by the multitude. He 
stood like a statue, his muscles quivering 
and a demoniacal expression in his eyes, 

Inspector Joyner and ex-Police Captain 
Russell stepped up to him at the same time. 
The smoking revolver was hanging loosely 
in his hand. He surrendered it without 
resistance. 

The officers led him across the railroad 
tracks to the police station. He was locked 
in the lunatic’s cell, still apparently ob- 
livious to his surroundfings. 

Carried to the Undertakers. 

In the meantinie, Messrs. F. 8. Fields 
and J. C,. Walker had picked up Schrader’s 
prostrate formegand carried him into the 
undertaking establishment of Swift & Co,, 
only a few steps across the street. In five 
minutes he was dead. The body was 
then prepared for burial, The bullet which 
came near piercing his heart had gone 
clear through the body. The other lodged 
in his left arm, and wes taken out. The 
other shots fired flew wild of their mark. 
The pistol was a 32-calibre American, 

A few minutes after the tragedy Mr. 8. 
B, Turman boarded a car for West End, 
and broke the awful news to fhe widow of 
the dead man. She is prostrated with grief. 
Schrader also leaves a son nine years old. 

Dog Had His Soul. 

The young bride of the insane murderer 
is also in a pitiable condition, She states 
that Thursday night Osborn drew the 
picture of a dog on a piece of cardboard, 
Its perfect execution was remarkable, The 
expression was almost human and showed 
a master hand endowed by some potent 
influence. No rational person could draw 
anything like it. It was the reflection of an 
image indellibly ground in poor Osborn’s 
soul. ‘‘That dog,’’ said he to his wife, ‘‘has 
my heart in his soul. I must find hint and 
kill him, or some other man will find him 
first, and then I will have to kill the man 
who gets my scul before I do.’’ X 


He Refused To Talk» 


Last night a Constitution man called on 
Osborn in his cell at the station house. 
He was sitting on the floor in one corner 
and appeared to notice nothing. He would 
not speak, and paid no attention to what 
was said to him. There was a look of 
inutterable agony depicted on his pale 
face. ' 

When the turnkey searched him, a large 
iron key was fcund sewed in the lining of 
his coat sleeve, It was wrapped carefully 
in a cloth, and its presence there is a mys- 
tery. There may be an interesting story 
behind it. 

Osborn also had another visitor in the 
person of Dr. Hagan, but the physician 
could induce the lunatic to say nothing, 

The funeral will be held in 8t. Louis, 
Schrader’s old homte. The body will be 
taken there tomorrow, and will be moved 
to the home in West End this morning. 
The deceased was a member of the Legion 
of Honor. 

It is said that Osborn has twice attempt- 
ed suicice—once only six months ago, 
when he took a large dose of morphine, 
but was resuscitated before the drug had 
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Osborn, made the follo lowing statement last 
night in regard to the tragedy and the 
condition of his brother: 

“I have heen trying and meking every 
effort possible,” gai@ he, “to heve my 
brother arrested since Wednesday night 
and was up nearly all night Wednesday 
night, visiting Dr, Hagan during Wednes- 
day morning, acting upon bis advice and 
that of other physicians, whom it had 
taken me nearly all-day in seeing. I then 
made my way to police headquarters, 
Finding that neither the chief nor the cap- 
tain of the evening squad was present, I 
asked for a city detective, and Mr. Conn, 
whom I addressed, asked me to have @ 
seat, and to him I communicated the con- 
versation I had with the doctors, telling 
n told me to have’ my 
brother arrested immediately; that he was 
crazy as a wild buck. 

‘Detective Conn told me that he would 
see about it. We walked out into the 
hall and another detective, Mr. Bedford, 
as well as I remember the name, came 
up and I told him the same story which 
Dr. Hagan had told me and Detective Bed- 
ford told me that any policeman on & 
beat to whom I Would tell my story would 
arrest him without me seeing any higher 
authority, I immediately went to the Hi- 
bernian hall to .congult with Chief Con- 
nolly. He not being present, I made my 
Way to the officer tn charge of the beat 
where my brother was stopping and he 
positively refused to make the arrest un- 
less authorized hy a higher authority, 

“I then visited the Hibernian hall again 
to sée if the chief had come back, and as 
he had not come, I walked around the 
block and came back, but he still had not 
arrived and I pursued my course to the 
station house to see, if possibly I could, 
Captain Jennings, and he was not pres- 
ent. I was told that I would find the cap- 
tain around the artesian well. Arriving 
there, I inquired of different officers to 
know if they had seen the captain and 
they informed me that they had not seen 
him around, 

“I went again to the Hibernian hall, 
hoping that I. would find the chief. He 
had not come, but I found Captain Jen- 
nings and TI told him my story and he re- 
fused to make the arrest or have it made, 
telling me that I had no case. I immedi- 
ately told the officer what Dr. Hagan had 
told me and also instructed me to have 


which my brother then resided, telling him 
that the doctor said he was as crazy as a 
buck and should be arrested immediately. 

“Still the captain refused, telling me that 
I ‘should proceed in a legal way. I then 
went to Judge Calhoun’s residence; the 
judge had retired, telling me that if it 
was. a marriage license he didn’t care to see 
me. I told the bell boy to tell the judge 
that it was a matter of life and death and 
that I must see him if possible. The bell- 
boy cameand showed me the way to the 
judge’s apartments. I. communicated my 
message to the judge as near verbatim as 
I had to the other officers, asking if it 
Was necessary for me to swear out a writ 
of lunacy before I could have my brother 
apprehended. 7 

“The.ordinary told me that such was not 
the case and that any officer should ar- 
rest him as they would a wild animal, I 
left Judge: Calhoun with his sympathies 
and proceeded to the Hibernian hall, and 
neither the chief nor:captain being presént, 
‘I went to the station house again. I saw 
that it was as he-had told me before, that 
he could do. nothing,in the case at all:

“Under these cirddwistahces it was im- 
possible for me to have my brother ar- 
rested that night. 

“Early the next morning I made my way 
again to the physicians, getting more ad- 
vice upon the subject. They were of the 
Same opinion as béfore and I proceeded 
to ordinary’s office to have a writ of lunacy 
sworn out. As they were consolidating the 
votes I could not see the judge. I did 
not leave the courthouse, only for a few 
moments at a time, but staid until the 
, votes had been consolidated. I spoke to 
Judge Calhoun about the matter, but it 
was then past his dinner hour, but he 
told me he would go to dinner and for me 
to come back in an hour. I was back 
and ‘waited for the judge to arrive, and 
talked to him about the matter, and he 
thought, that being as it was, it was: best 
- leave it over and come back this morn- 
ng, , 

. “I did so and was there at 7:30 this morn- 
ing. The judge came in about 8:30. I 
swore out the writ of lunacy, went. myself 
to the office of the sheriff, had him come 
down, the judge served him with the 
paper and the sheriff sent a bailiff to go 
with me and arrest my brother. 

“‘We proceeded to his boarding house. 
He was not there. Supposing he had gone 
home after his mail, we went there. Ar- 
riving there we found he was upstairs in 
his room locked in. I went to the door 
and knocked, and tried in every way to get 
him out; to come to the door, but he. would 
do neither, making the statement that if 
I did not have the soul he did not want us 
around, and if I had the soul to come and 
throw it through the window. 

“Seeing that we could do nothing, he 
being armed with a pistol, the bailiff went 
to telephone the sheriff the situation in 
which we were placed. While he was ab- 
sent, I in the front door, watching the 
front of the house, my brother slid down 
the rope which he ‘had his trunk wrapped 
with. I heard the noise, ran around: the 
house and up Stonewall street, but could 
not see nor hear him anywhere. I then 
went to the ordinary's office to find out 
if I could if he had been arrested yet. 

“T was told that he had not been ar- 
rested. I then went to his boarding house, 
He was not there, .I then went around the 
carshed to see if I could see him, thinking 
that he might leave the city, and having de- 
termined by this time to arrest him my- 
self, even at the risk of my life. Not see- 
ing him around there, walking back up 
Marietta street, seeing that it was dinner 
time, I went: out home on Chapel street to 
dinner. 

“After dinner I came to his boarding 
house.’ He had not yet arrived. I waited 
there quite awhile until the bailiff showed 
up. He and I both thought that it would 
be better for me to go around the shed 
again. Leaving him across the street to 
watch the boarding house, I did so, but 
with results unfavorable, as I met with 
no success whatever. I came back to the 
boarding house to see if he had yet ar- 
rived, but as he had not yet come I pro- 
ceeded then to hire a secret detective to 
stay in the house ali night and catch him 
in case he showed up during the night. 

“I then went in search of the secret de- 
tective’s office. Passing on down Broad 
street I noticed that at The Journal's doors 
were a crowd of newsboys and I inquired 
the cause. One boy told me that the crazy 
man had killed a; man by the name of 
Schrader. I knew then it was my brother 
that had done the deed. I went to the 
station house to see if my brother would 
recognize me, as he had not done so in 
the morning. When I went into his cell 
he did not seem in the least to recognize 
me or anyone else, demanding if we had 
that soul and if not he did not want to 
see us and for us to begone.”

Columbia, 8. C., October _9.—(Special.)— 
Attorney General Barber, of South Caro- 
lina, has addressed brief notes to Thomas 
F. Ryan and General Sam Thomas, who 
have just obtained control of the Seaboard 
Air-Line and who last month purchased the 
Port Royal and Augusta and Port Royal 
and Western Carolina, which form a con- 


tinuous line from Port Royal to Greenville, 
8. C., via Augusta, Ga., to prove to the sat- 
isfaction of the special rajlroad board that 
they, in making such purchase, had no con- 
nection or understanding with the South- 
ern. This special board consists of the 
railroad commissioners, the governor and 
the attorney general. 
express belief that there is something “‘un- 
der ground” in this deal and say they pro- 
pose to use the power given by the new 
constitution to prevent what is regarded 
here as a gobble of these lines by § the 
Southern. It is feared that the bottling up 
of the Port Royal is again contemplated, 
and with it the violation of the state laws. 
A provision was put in the constitution last 
year, which was suggested by the troubles 
administration hadi in ‘‘unbottling”’ 
the Port Royal, prohibiting the sale of any 
railroad line to a parallel or competing line 
or in the interest of such line, or for other 
than a legitimate business enterprise.

MINKS AND” SEABIRDS SEEK REFUGE 


Game Abundant and Feasting General 
After It Was Over—Nothing 
Like It Since 1854. 


Brunswick, Ga., October 9.—~(Special,)— 
big tidal wave came in on an ‘October 


northeaster today. No lives were lost or 


great damage to property sustained in 
Brunswick, but citizens owning rice plan- 
tations are fearful that their entire un- 
shipped crops are gone and this « seems 
probable. The loss to rice planters will be 
hedvy and not easily sustained by them in 
view of past mishaps. 

The tidal wave furnished the niost inter- 
esting sight since the one of 1854. 

The water completely hid all the marshes 


‘between Brunswick; Fancy Bluff, Jekyl, 


St. Simons, the Southern railway docks 
and other places. Long stretches of the 
boulevard were under water and thousands 
of marsh hens and water animals were 
driven on shore for refuge. 

The Monk street docks were completely 
covered. Segui’s fish house was cut off, 
St. Simons ticket office and warehouse were 
cut off and passengers from St. Simons 
were ferried across the docks to shore, 
water being eighteen inches over the 
docks. 

From -8t. Simone the steamer Egmont 


cut across the water-covered marsh instead 


of going round the point, a thing unheard 
of before. Everything was one vast sea 
of water and Captain Dart had to use his 
compass and chart to get to town. Water 
birds of various kinds flew to the Egmont 
for rest, their search for land having’ ex- 
hausted them and many were brought to 
town. ; 

Heavy drifts of marsh grass and sea 
rack covered with thousands of minks and 
seabirds came against the.Egmont, re- 
tarding her progress considerably. 

On Newcastle, Brunswick's principal 
street, the water came from drain pipes 
and in one place formed a_ solid sheet 
across the street. On every hand were 
evidences of the vast amount of water 
surging into the bay below. At McCul- 
lough’s dock the marsh rack formed a large 
mass and thousands of minks and seabirds 
were on it for refuge. All along the water 
edges children with sticks were killing 
boat loads of game delicacies and over 
one hundred hunters were out in row 
boats shooting marsh hens by the thou- 
sands. Tonight there is great feasting in 
many homes over what the tide brought 
in. Providence prevented extremely stor- 
my weather or much disaster would have 
accompanied the wave. As it is the water 
is cold, bleak and dismal but the game 
killed lends enjoyment to the occasion. 


WATER RUNS INTO FERNANDINA 


Winds and Waves Do Damage in tne 
Florida Town. 


Fernandina, Fia.,. October %.—Heavy 
winds from the northeast have been blow- 
ing the entire day and the tide has risen 
so high that it has done a big lot of dam- 
age along the river front. The dock which 
is ‘used by the Florida Tie and Lumber 
Company is under water and numbers of 
ties have been washed away. 

The water rose for a block up Center 
street and ties and lumber drifted right 
up into the street. The storm signal which 
was raised this morning has beaten itself 
into nothing but a rag. The entire row of 
Florida Central and Peninsular railroad 
tracks along the river front are under 
water and the foundation of dirt is washed 
away. At the elevator the engine and 
boiler'rooms are three feet deep in water 
and the trains which arrived today could 
not come up to the depot, but had to stop 
at the Beach street crossing. 

The steamer City of Brunswick, which 
runs between this port and Brunswick, has 
been here since yesterday, unable to face 
the rought water in the sound. A number 
of lumber docks are under water. If the 
wind continues like it is until high tide, 
about 10 o’clock tonight, big damage will 
be done and lots of property will be washed 
away. Some of the warehouses are making 
preparations and raising their goods a few 
feet from_ the floor. 


HIGH TIDE WITH NORTEASTER.

SPANISH CONSUL GROWS VERY INDIGNANT 


Tug Takes on Two Car Laud of Guns 
Right Under the Nose of the 
Revenue Cutters. 


P Jacksonville, Fla., October 9.—(Special.)— 
The filibustering tug Dauntless, which left 
Jacksonville last Monday under escort of 
the revenue cutter Boutwell, eluded the 
Vigilance of the government officials and 
Spanish spies and sailed from Palm Beach 
early this morning, with a large expedition 
for the Cuban insurgents. 

A Cuban‘ returned from Palm Beach to- 
night by rail and reported that for the past 
three. days the tug has been lying in Bis- 
cayne bay, closely watched by the revenue 
cutter Winona. Last night the little fili- 
buster slipped away and before daylight 
this nrorning the two carloads of arms and 
ammunition shipped from this city were 
taken on board at Palm Beach. The carg 
was loaded by a party of twenty-five Cu- 
bans that left here Wednesday for Palm 
Beach. Twenty of the party went aboard 
the steamer to help land the cargo on the 
shores of Cuba. 

The Cubans will not tall who was in 
command of the expedition. They say that 
there were two melinite guns in the cargo 
and that the arms and ammunition are in 
a larger. quantity than has been shipped 
for some time. 

Today the vessels lying in the harbor of 
Jacksonviile and several warehouses along 
the river front were searched by officers of 
the revenue cutter Merrill for arms and 
ammunition, but none" was found, for the 
officers were too late in their search. 

The United States cruiser Newark, which 
left the St. John’s bar last night, passed 
Palm Beach at noon today, but did not 
stop. It is stated that the commander of 
the Newark was ordered to proceed south 
and stop the Dauntless even if he had to 
sink the filibustering tug with solid shot. 
The Dauntless, however, 
fleetest tugs in southern waters and as she 
has nearly twelve hours start no one be- 
lieves that she will be overtaken by the 
cruiser. 

The United States government officials 
and the Spanish consul at Jacksonville are 
furious at being outwitted by the fill- 
busters. The Spanish consul, however, 
seems to think the government officials 
are not as indignant as they appear. He 
claims that the officials knew when the 
Dauntless. went south that she would take 
on ammrunition and men at Palm Beach.

Dispensary Board Convenes and He- 
ceives and Rnceyrs, the Paper. 


NO ONE HAS A RIGHT TO BUY SUPPLIES 


No Authority in the Act for the Elec- 
ticn of a Successor, but the 
Body Will Act Anyhow. 


Columbia, 8S. C., October 9.—(Special.)— 
Last night Colonel R. M. Mixson, state 
liquor commissioner, sent to the state board 
of control, sitting in seeret session, the 
following note of resignation: 

“Columbia, S. C., October 8, 1896.—To the 
State Board of Control—It: has been my 


desire for some months to resign my posi- * 
uOn as state commissioner, but on account. 


of the many rumors and slanderous reports 
in circulation I could not afford to do so, 
preferring to wait an investigation by your 
honorable board. You have conducted this 
investigation and have ex@nerated me fully 
from any wrong-doing, and: I now tender 
you this, my resignation, to take effect .as 
S00n as you gentlemen can name my suc- 
cessor, or in any other manner relieve me 
of the duties. I would be glad to have you 
act at as early a time as. you possibly can, 
but I do not wish to embarrass you nor the 
business in causing you to act hastily. Very 
respectfully, F, M. MIXSON.” 

As told in The Constitution yesterday the 
dispensary act did not give the governor 
or the beard power to remove the com- 
missioner, and lawyers here contended that 
his successor could not be chosen by the 
board until a meeting of the legislature, 
but members of the board, before the re- 
ceipt of the resignation, expressed the be- 
lief that arrangements could be made to 
carry on the business. The board’s faith 
in this was demonstrated without hesita- 
tion. The resignation of Commissioner Mix- 
son Was accepted. 

During the morning Colonel Mixson was 
summoned before the board of control and 
found Governor Evans already present. 
From what can be ascertained this was due 
to the consideration by the board of the 
matter of getting Governor Evans to stop 
the seizures of imported liquors by the 
corstables. Mixson, it seems, was called 
to make a statement as to the extent of 
such seizures by the constables. What the 
upshot of the matter is, of course, uw 
konwn. 

The statement in the resignation of Colo- 
nel Mixson that he had been exonerated 
by the board is not borne out by the record. 
The board said, in their statement for the 
public, that being handicapped in obtaining 
evidence, they left the matter to the legis- 
lature, which would have greater power 
and that the evidence before them was not 
sufficient to condemn any official of the 
dispensary. The action of the board in 
resolving to buy no more liquor from the 
Mill Creek distillery: and the Peebles con- 
cern—the two companies mixed up in the 
charges made against various officers of 
the dispensary, and which is said paid re- 
bates to Colonel Mixson’s sons—indicates a 
Strong belief on its part that there has 
been something crooked. 

The board has been busy all day making 
its monthly purchases of whisky, but no 
information in regard to the purchase was 
given the public except. that no orders 
were given to the Pesiles and Live Oak 
Companies. The board has decided not 
to make public in the future the names of 
the companies from whom liquor is pur- 
chased or the prices paid. 

The board this evening decided to put 
John T. Gaston in charge of the dispen- 
cary until the next meeting, when a com- 
missioner will be selected. This is said 
to have been done on the authority of the 
attorney general, but that official is not 
in town and his opinion cannot be obtained 
from the board. 

There is'no authority in the dispensary 
act for the board to elect a successor to 
Mixson, and that officer was the only one 
given power to purchase liquors. 


CONVICT CAMPS SWEPT AWAY 


STORM RAGED FEARFULLY AT 
BIG BEND IN ST. MARYS. 


Houses Blown Away, Crops Torn to 
Pieces, Timbers Scattered Around 
end Settlements Ruined. 


Waycross, Ga., October 9.—(Special.)—Thé 
first news from Brooks Bros. & Co., at To- 
ledo, at the bend of St. Mary’s river, in 
Charlton county, since the hurricane was 
obtained this evening from F. M. Brooks, 
a member of the firm. 

The following convict camps are operated 
in Charlton: Suwannee, Canal. McMillan, 
Toledo, Maxwell, Smith, Reynolds and Gor- 
don, containing about 350 convicts. 

The hurricane was terrific in the Toledo 
neighborhood, sweeping away houses, tim- 
ber, crops and cattle. The families of the 
two Brdoks brothers left their houses and 
took refuge in loaded box cars. None were 
hurt. Among the residences wrecked at 
Toledo in addition to the negro houses 
were C. W. Crews, G. F. Osteen, Dave Mi- 
zell and J. H. Thompson. J 

A log structure was blown away leaving 
a family sitting on the floor, which remain- 
ed. William Stiff’s house was blown down. 
Mrs. Peter Snowden had sought shelter 
there from the storm and was badly hurt. 
Stiff’'s wife and daughter were crippled. 
G. F. Osteen, who recently lost his new. 
handsome residence by fire, was back in 
his old residence when the storm blew it 
away. 

Log trains were in the thickest of the 
timber and twenty-five trees fell across 
them, wrecking the cars. The telephone 
line to Boulogne was wrecked. | 

Between 5,000 and 8,000 trees fell across 
thirty-five miles of Brooks Bros.’ railroad, 
and convicts were two days clearing the 
track. 

Convicts were in the Woods and though 
trees were strewn averywhere they escaped 
unhurt. 

The company employs about 175 free la- 
borers and many of them were seriously 
injured. The company’s loss to their tur- 
pentine business alone amounts to over 
$30,000. The timber, consisting of 100,000 
acres, was devastated and can. never be 
operated for turpentine again. <A portion of 
the timber can be used for lumber and 


’ crossties. 


Across the line in Florida the following 
turpentine firms were ruined and will have 
to abandon their timber, which is wrecked. 
Cole & Covington, Benton & Crews and 
Haus, Aycock & Co. Clyde Carraway. The 
John Paul Lumber Company lost 200,000 
acres of timber. 

Adams schoolhouse, four miles from To- 
ledo, was occupied, and the roof was 
blown off, but the teacher and pupils had 
a miraculous escape. 

Farmers lost their houses, crops, hogs and 
cattle and are shelterless, camping in open 


‘air with scarcely anything to eat. Most of 


their cotton was gathered, unginned, and in 
barns. It was scattered to the four winds 
and can be seen on trees, logs and debris. 
Their household effects were wrecked. 
Their homes were in what is known in this 
section as the big bend of St. Mary's river, 
a thickly settled farming community.

Governcr Oates Refused Cash Because 
the State Had Gone Democratic. 


Montgomery, Ala., October 9.—(Special.)— 
State Superintendent Turner has been 
forced to notify the county superintendents 


-of the state that the funds for paying the 


state teachers for the last quarter will not 


be forthcoming until about Janyary Ist. 
When asked about the matter today Gov- 


-ernor Oates said that he had made every 


effort to borrow sufficient money with 


‘which to pay teachers off. That foreseeing 


the delinquency he had gone to New York 
las* May and attempted to arrange for a 
loan, but was told by the bankers there 
that they could lend no money in Alabama 
as the state democratic convention had 
declared for free silver. In July General 
Nelson borrowed at his authorization $100,- 
000 for the state, but since that time not a 
cent had the state been able to borrow, 
and $127,000 of school claims are now due. 

The governor says he can borrow $30,000 
at 8 per cent. from some state banks, but 
a statute of 1887 prevents him from apply- 
ing money thus obtained to the payment of 
school claims. The governor deplores the 
fact that the teachers are forced to wait 
and says that under ordinary’ circum- 
stances the state would have no trouble 
in raising the money necessary. 

He says the treasury collections will prob- 
ably enable the state to pay the teachers 
off early in December. In justice to Gov- 
ernoh Oates, it should be stated that the 
deficit in the state treasury existed when 
his term commenced and that it has been 
materially reduced within two years by 
reason of an increase in the tax rate.

significant. Well, maybe not, but we 
are sure that if the democratic majority 
had fallen to 10,000 these same con- 
temporaries would have found consider- 
able significance in it. They would have 
remarked te their -readers: in joyous 
tones, . “The democrats are disgusted 
with the attacks that have been made 
on our lovely gold standard, and they 
have remained away from the polls.” 

But the truth is, and we beg to call 
the attention of the brethren to the fact, 
the real democratic majority is in the 
neighborhood of 50,000, and this is a 
considerable gain over the majority two 
years ago. What does this gain mean? 
It means that the democrats who hare 
been acting with the populists are re- 
turning to the party. It means, more- 
over, that the democratic presidential 
electors will receive in this state a ma- 
jority in the neighborhood of 80,000. 

Well, Low is this significant? In this 
way: It shows that the people of Geor- 
gia feel the impulse of the movement 
that is going on in the west in favor of 
the free coinage of silver. The signifi- 
cance lies in the fact that the people 
everywhere are responsive to the demand 
for financial freedom, and that they 
fully understand the nature of the cam- 
paign that the money power, the trusts, 
and the corporations are making in be- 
half of the British gold standard. 
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The Gold Movement. 

In New York the gold brokers are go- 
ing about asserting that there is a 
strong demand for gold at 1 per cent 
premium, deliverable after the election. 
This means, of course, that those who 


afe buying gold on such terms believe 


that the metal will go to a premium in 
any event, whether McKinley or Bryan 
is elected. 

It should be said that it is a very easy 
matter for those who own the available 
supply of gold to carry it to a temporary 
premium. The comptroller of the cur- 
rency, after using his spyglass recently, 
found $134.000,000 of gold in the banks. 
This is the total supply outside the 
treasury, and the proposition it bears to 
the rest of our currency is easily esti- 
mated. Xwet that is the amount the 
country has to depend on for redemption 
money. 

It is controlled by a very few men, and 
these few men are all coparceners in 
the scheme to perpetuate the gold stand- 
ard. We have no doubt that under 
these circumstances gold would go to a 
premium in the event of free coinage. 
But there would be nothing in the situ- 
ation to justify a premium, and gold 
would drop to its normal value as soon 
as its owners discovered that the de- 
mand for it had been cut in half. The 
very act of free coinage would put a 
sudden and a permanent end to the de- 
‘mand for gold as redemption money in 
this country, and it would soon come 
down off its high horse. 

As we have pointed out, bimetallism 
merely fixes the bottom value of the 
nietals. When one money metal is too 
dear to be used a8 money at the ratio 
fixed by law, it disappears from circula- 
tion, and, if there is any demand for 
that kind of metal, it commands a pre- 
mium. If there is no demand, it finds 
its way into circulation again at the 
level fixed by the ratio. |

There is no doubt that the editor of The 
Springfield Republican really believes 


' that McKinley will be president, which 
_goes to show that the wisest people 


store up surprises for themselves, In 
this case it will be a remarkable sur- 
prise. Mr. McKinley will not carry his 
own state, nor any of the states in which 
Hanna thinks the people can be bought. 
We have every reason to feel certain 
that the editor of The Republican be- 
lieves what he says except in one re- 
markable instance that is. not likely 
to occur ugain. He said some time ago 
that it would be highly immoral and dis- 
honorable for the people of the United 
States to cheapen the dollar; but that 
it would be moral and honorable if the’ 
United States could inveigle Europe 
into the scheme to cheapen the dollar. 
We have never been able to get at the 
true inwardness of this proposition, and 
The Republican has refused to help us. 
As a matter of fact, we think the editor 
is sorry that he made the proposition in 
such broad terms. The dollar is “cheap- 
ened”’ every time a commodity, whether 
from scarcity or other causes, increases 
in price. If we are to keep our “nation- 
al honor” and “national credit” intact, 
we cannot too quickly invent some plan 
whereby prices of all commodities are to 
be kept at a level that will result in 
profit to the money lenders and loss to 
the producers. Tor, beat about the bush 


/as we will, this is what is meant by 


these dark allusions to “national hon- 
or” and “national credit.” The dollar 
that will buy twice as much as it would 
in 1873 is the ideal dollar. As Mr. Mc- 
Kinley’s weak simplicity puts it, “it is 
a dollar that is marketable in all the 
markets of the world.” But it is more 
especially marketable in our home mar- 
kets, where it gives the American farm- 
er the lowest returns for his labor that 
he has ever known. 7 

It will be seen, therefore, that in order 
to sustain what.is pleasantly called our 
“national honor” the farmers of the 
country must be ground into the dirt 
which they are supposed to cultivate, 
and drag down with them the whole 
body of workingmen and wage-earners 
whose prosperity depends on that of the 
farmers. 

Reduced to its last analysis our “na- 
tional honor’ means that the men who 
gave depreciated greenbacks for bonds 
shall now be paid in gold, each dollar of 
which will buy more than twice as 
much of all commodities as it would 
when it was at a premium over green- 
backs. 2 

How The Springfield Republican can 
bring itself to imagine that such a 
scheme as this is either fair or honor- 
able is more than we can understand. If 
that is “national honor,” the sooner we 
can trample it out and get rid of it, the 
better it will be for real honor and jus- 
tice. 

We think that is just what the peo- 
ple propose to do. If they do not—if 
they suffer themselves to be bought by 
Hanna, they may as well makea com- 


| plete surrender of their government to 


European money lenders. They have no 
idea of doing that. 
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Lo:d Rosebery’s Resignation. 

The resignation of Lord Rosebery from 
the leadership of the liberal party shows 
the intensity of feeling which has been 
aroused in England over the Armenian 
outrages. 

Lord Rosebery has never sympathized 
to any very great extent with the vic- 
tims of Turkish persecution in Armenia. 
His policy has been Strictly one of non- 
intervention, as he failed to see how 
England could interfere in behalf of 
the Armenians without Violating her 
Solemn treaty obligations. So  pro- 
nounced have been the views of the 
great leader on this vexed question that 
he has been for weeks an object of se- 
vere crificism. In this respect he has 
suffered even more keenly than Lord * 
Salisbury, the prime minister of Eng- 
land, whose position on the Turkish 
question has differed but slightly from 
his own. Since the recent speech of Mr. 
Gladstone, which has given a renewed 
impetus to the popular crusade against 
the Turk, the newspapers of Great Brit- 
ain have been even more severe than 


‘usual in denouncing the attitude of the 


liberal leader. Incensed by the rather 
unpleasant notoriety which these flings 
have given to his leadership of the party 
Lord Rosebery has at length decided to 
shield himself from popular ‘ridicule by 
resigning the leadership of his party. 
On account of the prominence with 
which Lord Rosebery has figured in the 
public eye for the last few years it is 
in order to review some of the more im- 
portant, features of his remarkable ca-

| selected by Mr, Gladstone, 
of parliament, to second 
lord rector of the University of Aber- 
deen, and in 1880 lord director of the 
University of Edinburgh, In 1886, un- 
der Mr. Gladstone, Lord Rosebery was 
made secretary of foreign affairs. On 
account Of his tenacious grasp of the 
situation as it existed at that time and 
the patriotic mapner in which he dis- 


charged the varied obligations resting 


and confidence of. all parties. In 1892, 
he was elected chairman of the Lon- 
don council, and later on, when Mr. 
Gladstone returned to power, he was 
again made secretary of foreign affairs. 
On the retirement of Mr. Gladstone 
from office, in 1894, Lord Rosebery be- 
came premier of England. In the fol- 
lowing election, however, the opposition 
was successful and Lord Salisbury be- 
came the head of the government. Since 
retiring from the premiership Lord 
Rosebery has been the leader of the lib- 
eral party. 

AS a young man, Lord Rosebery de- 
‘clared that he would marry the richest 
woman in England. In fulfillment of 
this prophecy he was united in marriage 
to _ te only daughter of Baron M. de 
Rothschild. It will be seen that the 
public career of Lord Rosebery has 
been one of exceptional brilliancy, re- 
sembling in some of its phases that of 
the younger Pitt. 

The leadership of the party will now 
devolve, in all likelihood, upon Sir Wil- 
liam Harcourt, to whom, in the judg- 
ment of a large number of British sub- 
jects, it rightfully belongs. 
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General Sherman on Bimetallism. 

Twenty years ago Senator John Sher- 
man, of Ohio, who is now such a zeal- 
ous Champion of the single gold stand- 
ard, made a speech in the senate of the 
United States in which he took a very 
different position on the money question 
from the one which he now occuples. 

Indeed, the able senator went so far in 
his enthusiasm for the white metal as 
to declare that utter ruin would follow 
its retirement from circulation. To 
quote the exact language of the senator 
the following extract from the speech 
in question, delivered April 11, 1876, is 
cited: 

The utter ruin that would come to 
mankind, especially to the poorer na- 
tions, by the entire. demonetization of 
silver, cannot be estimated by us. 
Take one-half of the solid money of 
the world out of existence, take the 
sole standard of more than tw®-thirds 
of the human race, reduce it to a base 
metal, and the effect upon the com- 
merce of the world would be incaloula- 
ble. It cannot be done—it will not be 
done. These two metals have traveled 
side by side from the beginning of 
time. The records of human history 
do not go ‘back to the time when they 
did not move together. They havé 
varied in value, sometimes one and 
sometimes the other being the higher, 
but they have gone on, gold the money 
of the rich, and silyer the money of 
the poor, the one to measure acquired 
weaith, the other to measure the daily 
necessities of life, and, sir, no act of 
parliament, although it may disturb 
for a moment the relations of these 
two metals to each other, nothing but 
the act of God can destroy the use of 
them by mankind. 

Such a declaration as the foregoing is 
so utterly at variance with the pres- 
ent views of the Ohio senator that one 
“an hardly recognize it as the utterance 
of. the same individual. It can hardly 
be urged by those who agree with Sen- 
ator Sherman in his present stand on the 
money question that he was not a thor- 
ough master of the subject which he 
undertook to discuss in I876. Senator 
Sherman has always been recognized as 
something of a financier, and at the 
time of this remarkable deliverance he 
was in the prime of his intellectual vig- 
or. He had been in public life for more 
than thirty years, and during the greater 
portion of that time had been a close 
student of economics. To credit him, 
therefore, with a stronger and more te- 
nacious grasp of the currency question 
in 1876 than the one which belongs to 
him at this time, is simply to credit the 
human intellect with a greater capacity 
for thought in its full-orbed maturity 
than in the dreamy and obscure twi- 
light of old age.

of cigars in this country reached as 
high as $59,517,827. In the state of 
Florida alone 161,000,000 cigars were 
manufactured last year, against 147.- 
800,000 in 1894 and 135,000,000 in 1893.. 
To show the rapid manner in which 
the habit of cigar smoking has grown 
in this country the factories of the 
United States turned out eighty-five 


cigars to every voter in 15865, 145 in 


1870, 215 in 1875, 230 in 1880. 295 in 
1885, 325 in 1890 and 310 in 1895. g

that the tobacco plant is a source’ of 
very great profit to those states in which 
it is chiefly cultivated.

I have just read, I am glad ‘to say that, 
after quite an extended canvass of the 
state, I have no doubt of the result.

The one thing that I did do was 
to deliver an address some two weeks ago, 
by invitation of my neighbors in the coun- 
try, in the hope of inciting all to a more 
calm, dispassionate and _ intelligent dis- 
charge of their duty as citizens. in that 
address I do not think I mentioned the 
name of any candidate or political party, 
either to commend or condemn. What I 
said, I believe could be said without offense 
before any body of men, whatever their 
politics may be. It is a very easy matter 
to take a sentence or two away from its 
context and make it do the work which the 
astute editor wishes it to do. That is pre- 
cisely what is being done with my address, 
which I had no intention should be dis- 
courteous to any one, I trust this explana- 
tion may, in some measure, relieve me from 
the many harsh charges being laid at my 
door, and from which I am powerless to 
protect myself. Most affectionately,

Mr. John Sanders, of San Francisco, who 
has been at the head .of the Pacific depart- 
ment of one of the large eastern insurance 
companies since 1862:;and who is quite a 
strong goldbug, gives some valuable in- 
formation in regard to the political situa- 
tion in California.

New Jersey really isn’t in it with its mos- 
quitoes. Alaska, far away, ice bound Alas- 
ka, which you never think of being a 
natural breeding ground of the pesky sting- 
ers, holds the mosquito record. Think of 
it, ye Jersey commuters—mosquitoes with 
bills twelve inches long! A veracious Seat- 
tlé citizen, H. A. Fredericks, who has just 
returned from Uncle Sam’s northern prov- 
ince, writes to a Seattle newspaper as fol- 
lows: 

‘“‘We used to laugh at the idea of ntfos- 
quitoes in Alaska. But that was before 
we knew much about the country. We 
don’t laugh any more. Instead, we sym- 
pathize with those who go out to meet 
the Alaskan mosquito. Some of the men 
who have gone to Alaska have returned to 
complain of the hard work of the cold, of 
the heat, the frost or the snow, but the 
real discouragement which makes life in 
the far north a great sweltering burden is 
the deadly mosquito, from whose insinu- 
ating bill there is no escape. 

“They are in such swarms that sometimes 
you seem to be looking at the sun through 
a snowstorm. I have just returned from 
a long trip in the Yukon country, and it is 
to that region I have particular reference. 

“They are the worst thing in the coun- 
try, and beside thenr the other difficulties 
amount to nothing. Inj the settlements 
they do not bother people much, but when 
aman goes up one of the creeks prospect- 
ing he must envelop his head in a mosquito 
frame or cheesecloth—their bis would go 
through ordinary netting like a knife 
through tissue paper—and nrust wear gloves 
and tie his trousers and shirt sleeves close 
about his ankles and wrists. Some of the 
large ones have bills measuring twelve 
inches in length. 

“I have not come back because I am 
disgusted with the country, but because I 
want pF then I will be ready to re- 
turn to fight mosquitoes until 
the north is finished.

for one year, the contest taking place in 
the fall of each year, and in the future 
twelve men will constitute a team instead 
of six. The range officers are as follows: 
Executive officer, Colonel W. G. Obear; in- 
spectors of range, Captain C. G. Bradley 
and Lieutenant J. L. Beatie; treasurer, 
Captain J. 8. Dozier;. secretary, Lieutenant 
J. La Beatie. 

The following rules will govern the con- 
test: Five shots will be fired at a distance 
of 200 yards, five at 300 yards, ten at 500 
yards, five at 600 yards and ten on the skir- 
mish. In other words the men will 
be allowed to shoot two shots at each of 
these ranges, which will not be counted in 
the score, in order that they may adjust 
their sights and arrange the wind gauges 
on their guns.

Says Malice and Hatred Has Prompted 
His Enemies To Persecute Him 
and That He Will Easily 
Prove That He Is Not 
Guilty. 


A true bill was found by the grand jury 
of the United States court yesterday short- 


ly before noon charging Jack King, prest-. 


dent of the Merchants’ National bank, of 
Rome, and at one time nmtayor of that 
city, with embezzlement. 

The amount of the defalcation is said to 
be $22,000. : 

The instigators of the prosecution were 
Charles D. Wood, of Rome, a. stockholder 
in the bank, who is also a director, and 
three other citizens of Rome. 

Mr. King was arrested in Rome yest( Play 
at 1 o’clock by Deputy Marshal Ward. He 
was brought to Atlanta, reaching this city 
at 8 o'clock last night. He was accompa- 
nied by his -atterneys,, Judge J. Branhanr 
and Mr. R. T. Fouche, of the firm of 
Fouche & Fouche; his brother, Mr. 8. 8. 
King, and his brother-in-law, Mr. R A. 
Denny. 

The entire party, immediately on arriving 

in Atlanta, went to the office of the clerk of 
the United States court in the federal build- 
ing, and before Clerk O..C. Fuller Mr. 
King gave bond for $10,000 to warrant his 
appearance at the October term of the 
court, The bond was signed by his brother, 
S. S. King, and Alderman W. R. Dimmock, 
of Atlanta. Mr. Jake C. Moore, assistant 
keeper of the penitentiary, was the only 
person besides the Romans present when 
bond was. furnished. 
' Later Mr. King was seen by a represen- 
tative of The Constitution. He was gsur- 
rounded by his attorneys and friends in 
Folsom'’s restaurant. Mr. King was ap- 
parently as unconcerned as if nothing had 
happened. He did not hesitate about n™mk- 
ing a statement for The Constitution in 
which he expressed perfect confidence in the 
outcome of the prosecution. 

He attributes the indictment ‘‘to the ma- 
licious work of parties who had some petty 
spite to gratify,” and declares that he will 
have no treuble in establishing his inno- 
cence. His brother, 8, 8. King, the present 
mayor of Romte, was not in so composed a 
state. He considered the arrest an out- 
rage and expressed himself accordingly. 

Banker King is a man of pleasing appear- 
ances and attractive personality. He is 
about forty-five years old, of medium build 
and has a clean shaven face, with the ex- 


ception of a moustache. He has served 


three terms as alderman of Rome, besides 
presiding over the city as chief executive 
of the local government for one term. He 
organized the Merchants’ National Bank of 
Rome in 1888 with a capital stock of $200,- 
000. He was cashier of the bank for a num- 
ber of years and was later elected presi- 
dent of the institution. He has served 
in that capacity for several years. 

He was the chief promoter of the Arm- 
strong hotel and Bas for the past»twelve 
years been connected with almost every 
public improvement that has been sterted 
in Rome.: He was largely responsible ‘for 
the erection of the Rome Cotton Tie fac- 
tory, the Rome Electric Street railway and 
the Rome Electric Light plant. He i8 a 
native of Floyd county and has been prom- 
inent in business and political affairs of 
north Georgia for many years. He mar- 
ried 'a Miss Denny, of Rome, a eultivated 
young woman belonging to one of Georgia’s 
oldest families. They have four - chil- 
dren, 

Kefore going tmto the banking. business 
eight years ago he was the agent ard 
manager of the Southern Express Com- 
pany’s office in Rome. He served in that 
position from the time he was sixteen 
years old until he was elected cashier of 
the Merchants’ National bank. 

When asked for a statement for publi- 
Cation last night, he said: 

“A warrant was issued for my arrest 
last Tuesday by a United States commis- 
Sioner before the indictment had 
found by the grand jury.

prosecution against King for his mis- 
management of the bank’s affairs. At 
Cartersville King was re-arregied on a 
bench warrant changing him with embez- 
zling $22,000, 

‘“‘What probably precipitated the prosecu- 
tion was recent sensational developments 
in regard to King’s mismanagement of the 
business of the Rome Electric Light Com- 
pany, of which he had been for a year and 
a half secretary and treasurer and busi- 
ness manager. ‘ 

‘In April, 1895, he was given this posi- 
tion at a salary of $150 a month. The 
company seemed to be prosperous and had 
the contract for lighting the city, as well 
as for furnishing lights to nearly every 
business house and the hotels in Rome, 
but at the end of the year King’s state- 
ment showed that not a dollar had been 
made for the stockholders. 

“This statement caused much dissatis- 

faction, but as King proposed to accept 
a salary of $100 a month for the ensuing 
year he was allowed to retain his position, 
with the proviso that the stockholders 
should have the board of directors to make 
a daily inspection of the books to see that 
there was no crookedness. This arrange- 
ment continued until a few days ago, when 
Judge Newman granted a temporary in- 
junction and receivership on petition of 
he gtockholders. 
’ “An investigation revealed the fact, that 
the company has made about $1,800 out of 
the plant, but some of the directors alleged 
that King was $500 ahead in the matter of 
salary overdrawn, and they also claim that 
he has been guilty of mismanagement in 
connection with the company. 


His Shortage With the Bank. 


| “The stockholders claim that King is 


with the Merchants’ bank at least 
poe ol The bank was established in 18% 
With a capital of $100,000, and Jack King 
was made cashier, and afterwards presi- 
dent, and from the beginning up to April 
25, 1895, he was regarded as the head of its 
business management. 

“In 1894 there was some trouble in regard 
to the bank's affairs, but that was patched 
up, and it ran on until April 25, 1895, when 
its doors were closed and Mr. Burgwynne, 
national bank examiner, began an investi- 

on of its affairs. 

ott was soon apparent that the stock 
had siffered an impairment of between 
$60,000 and $75,000. The bank remained 
clesed until summer, when it was reopened 
and King was allowed to go free, he having 
promised to try to make further arrange- 
ments toward covering the shortage. 

“His friends came to his aid and put up 
money to allow the bank to continue busi- 
ness, and to shield him from criminal 


prosecution. 
Alleged Crookedness. 

“During the investigation it is said, and 
this will be the sugject of testimony at the 
trial, that some crooked transactions were 
discovered. Although the bank had been 
in existence for eight years during the 
most prosperous period of the history of 
Rome, the stockholders claim that no 
dividends were declared, their policy to 
accumulate a surplus being furthered by 
King’s representation that the affairs of 
the bank were in good con ition. 

“They claim that in addition to the im- 
patrment of stock that he diiverted to his 
own private purposes in the way of rail- 
road, manufacturing and hotel speculations 
enough of the earnings of the bank to run 
the\ shortage up to at leat $100,000. 

“They also claim that funds of the bank 
were used in establishing a sawmill busi- 
ness in Felton, which was insured for 
$5,000 or $6,000 and when it was destroyed 
by fire King collected the insurance and 
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light company, which was organized about 
the time that the bank was closed, and 
stockholders of the bank were stockholders 
in that company, they allege that he was 
guilty of crookedness in the management 
of its affairs. It was placed in the hands 
of a receiver a few days ago. King has 
always been considered a shrewd, level- 
headed business man. He has been involved 
in a number of law suits, but has always 
held his own. He has many friends who 
believe that he will come out all right, 
but those who are prosecuting him claim 
that they will be able to make a strong 
case against him. On a number of counts 
the stockholders claim he lost the bank 
money, in railroad and hotel manufacturing 
speculations. King has influential friends 
who have always stuck to him, and who 
believe that he will come out all right in 
the end.

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TILT ABOUT TRACKS 
Railroad and Street Car Men Dispute 
About Edgewood Avenue Bridge. 
TRACKS TORN UP YESTERDAY: 


Mr. Woodruff Objected and It Looked 
Lixe Serious Trouble Would Re- 
sult—Repair Work the Cause. 


The Edgewood avenue bridge has caused 
a breach betweén the Southern Rallroad 
Company and the Atlanta Consolidated 
Street Railway Company. Those two cor- 
porations locked horns yesterday morning 
and for a time it looked as if there would 
be serious complications evolved from the 
dispute. 

The two companies are interested in the 
repair work being done on the bridge. Both 
are required to keep certain parts of the 
structure in good condition and the failure 
of the corporations to agree upon a time 
when the work should be done resulted in 
a lively tilt between representatives of the 
two roads. ‘ 

It seems that on Thursday afternoon 
the street car company laid its track over 
a part of the bridge and was about ready 
to resume traffic over the structure yester- 
day morning, the cars having been unable 
to cross the bridge for several weeks on 
account of the work repairing the structure 
heing done by the city, the street railroad 
company and the Southern Railroad Com- 
pany. The Consolidated company says that 
its part of the work was completed and that 
the Southern delayed its work until yes- 
terday morning; when employes of the 
company tore up a section of the street 
Car company’s track and’ begun the work 
of repairing the bridge after having neg- 
lected the matter several weeks. 

Mr. Ernest Woodruff, vice president and 
general manager of the Consolidated, ob- 
jected to the railroad workmen tearing 
up the street car track and he made com- 
plaint to the police. The latter declined to 
interfere, because City Engineer Clayton 
had given the Southern Railway Company 
permission to make the repairs necesstry 
on the bridge. By tearing up the track 
the cars of the street railroad company 
wére stopped and it will now be several! 
days before traffic can be resumed over the 
Structure. The street car company says 
that if the railroad company had been re- 
quired to do its part of the work when it 
Ought to have done it there would have 
been no trouble. 

The Inman Park people are not at all 
pieased with the progress of the repar 
work on the bridge, and much complaint 
is being made about the delay in the work. 
The structure has been in an impassable 
condition several weeks, and it is said 
that the work has been slowly progressing. 
The structure is one used by hundreds of 
people daily and its torn-vp condition is 
causing great inconvenience. The city au- 
thorities in charge of the work say that it 
is being pushed to completion as rapidly as 
possible.

THE CITY AND STATE TRADE. 


Formal Agreement Involving Wall 

Sireet Property Reached. 
-The property used by the city as Wall 
street will be formally deeded to the cor- 
poration by the state of Georgia. In re- 
turn for the gift the city will transfer 
to the state a lot owned by it along the 
railroad tracks between Whitehall and 
Pryor streets. 

The special committee appointed by the 
council Monday last to negotiate the mat- 
ter with the state's attorney, W. A. Wim- 
bish. met yesterday morning and formally 
agreed to the transfer as suggested by 
Mr.i Wimbish in his letter to the council 
several days ago. A report will be made 
to the council recommending that tlic 


‘transfer be made, and it will be adopted. 


The matter has been before the council 
for many years. An agreement was made 
several vears ago, but the papers have 
never been signed up transfering the city’s 
property to the state and the state’s prop- 
erty on Wall street to the city. The ques- 
tion is one of long standing, and its settle- 
ment will straighten out the titles to the 
railroad property and the street property.

Timmock H. T. Inman, H. L. Culberson 
and J. A. Milter. Mavor King and Assist- 
ant City Attorney Westmoreland acted 
with the committee.

The council members were invited to at- 
tend the ronvention by Mr. Joel Hurt.presi- 
dent of the Atlanta Consolidated S.reet 
Railway Company, who is an official of 
the street railway association. A great 
many devices and fender appliances fer 
trolley cars will be on exhibition at the 
St. Louis convention, and if the council- 
man and alderman go they will investigate 
the matter thoroughly with a view of 
making a report to the city council on 
the question. 

Mr. Hurt and Mr. Ernest Woodruff, of 
the Consolidated, will attend the — big 
convention, and other street railroad men 
of Atlanta will go. The convention will be 
in session several days and street car 
men from every section of the country 
will be in St. Louis.

Sergeant John Abbott Says Policemen 
Should Be Well Posted. 


COPS TO STUDY THE CITY CODE 


Abbott Is Working To Secure the 
Schcol for His Men—Chief Con- 
nolly Indorses the Plan. 


—— a 


A night school for the city policemen 
has been suggested by Sergeant John Ab- 
bott, of the force, and he is now working 
upon a plan which he hopes to introduce in 
a few days by which the men of the blue 
coat and helmet will be given an opportuni- 
ty to study the city code and become fa- 
miliar with the rules and government of 
‘both the city and the police department. 

Sergeant Abbott is enthusiastic about the 
move he is contemplating making, and says 
it will be a capital idea when all the ar- 


The sergeant believes the men of the po- 
lic department should be thoroughly posted 
on all city ordirances, the details of the 
inner workings of the department and the 
character of the persons who live wpon 
their various beats. In order to accomplish 
this, he suggests a regular night school, to 
hold sessions once or twice each week, at 
which time the city code will be taken as 
a text book and one of the officers ofthe 
department shall deliver lectures to the pa- 
troliffen. 

“The policemen of a city as large as At- 
lanta,”’ said Sergeant Abbott yesterday, 
“should be posted upon every rule and reg- 
Wlation of the city government and should 
know just what is their duty and the limit 
of their authority without having to re- 
fer to a vrinted book of instructions. 
There is but ome*way in which. this infor- 
mation can be secured, and that is by mak- 
ing it complsory for them to attend a night 
school to be held in the station house when 
the necessary information shall be given 
them. 

“It is very important that every police- 
man in the citv should Know the persons 
living on his beat. When one character 
moves from one ward of the city to an- 
other, the officer from the beat where the 
move is ntade should be required to give 
the department information of the move 
and the officer to whose beat the person 
moves should be required to inform the 
department of its arrival, giving the street 
an house nuntber. In this manner a record 
can be Kent of all suspicious characters 
and better protection will be given citi- 
zens and their property.”’ 

Sergeant Abbott says he believes the night 
school for the patrolmen is a necessity 
and is agitating the question so that he 
can ascertain the views of the superior 
officers. 

“Lt have talked with Chief Connolly about 
the scheme, and he informs me that he 
thinks the idea a goed one. I have been 
told by a number of prominent citizens that 
the schcol would be an excellent scheme, 
and I have been encouraged to such a de- 
gree that I will. continue my efforts in 
this direction until I secure the authority 
for its establishment.” 

Should the officer succeed in his scheme, 
he will probably suggest that one session 
per week be held in the station house to 
which patrolmen will be compelled to at- 
tend by an order passed by the chief.

CITY WATER MAINS ASKED FOR 


Water Board Will Lay Mains on Fair 
and McDaniel Streets To Protect 
People From Fire and Germs. 


The well water in some sections of the 
city is causing many cases of typhoid 
fever to develop and there is complaint 
by. citizens because the city water Mains 
have not been extended to sections where 
thé well water is unhealthy. The water 
board has made every effortsto extend the 
mains, but the limited appropriation to 
the water department has hampered the 
work. ‘ 

The people living along 
the vicinity of Walker and Chapel streets 
have petitioned the council to extend the 
water main to that section 5° that the 
residens may not have to drink the well 
water, Several cases of typhoid fever 
have developed in that section recently, 
and the matter has becoume 4 serious 
question for solution, 

Yesterday morning the water board took 
the petition of citizens under considera- 
tion and it.is likely that the water main 
will be laid at an early day. The members 
of the board appreciate the necessity for 
the work and the pipe committee of the 
board was given power to act in the mat- 
ter. The petition of citizens was referred 
to the board by the council at its last 
meeting. 

The section mentioned is not the only 
one in the pity which is isolated from 
the city water mains, and other citizens are 
urging the city authorities to extend the 
water mains so that the drinking of well 
water can be discontinued. Experts say 
that the well water of the city in many 
sections is dangerous to the public heaith 
and the physicians have repeatedly report- 
ed the existence of cases of typhoid fever 
caused by the drinking of impure well 
water. The people have been advised to 
secure city water if possible, and in some 
sections the citizens send several blocks 
away to get city water. 

Another section which has been suf- 
fering for the need of city mains is the 
district lying along McDaniel street from 
Glenn to Rockwell street. This section 
has been at the mercy of fires for a long 
time. Yesterday the water board decided to 
extend the water main along McDaniel 
street from Glenn. street. for a distance 
of about 2,300 feet. The work Will cost 
about $1.50 and will be pushed to com- 
pletion. : 

Superitendent Woodward submitted an

SUPPLY GREATER THAN DEMAND 


Cotton Abundant in the New Orleans 
Market and Price Down. 

New Orleans, October 9.—(Special.)}—This 
city is flooded with cotton. Storage 
charges have gone up and the banks which 
have advanced money to purchasers of 
cotton are calling for their money. All re- 
discounts made in New York throughout 
the cotton belt are being called for on mra- 
turity of the paper, no extensions being 
allowed. 

There is a rumor here that the govern- 
ment report tomorrow will be 62 and a 
fraction, which is out two points below 
the last government report. Some people 
think that this will advance the price of 
cotton. Cotton men generally do not be- 
lieve it here. 

The receipts are so heavy and there is 
such a clamor to sell, with no money-to 
buy, that the price will not advance much, 
if any, and it is expected here that cotton 
will go lower within the next ten days. 

Spot cotton sold below 7 cents here dur- 
ing the last twenty-four hours and there is 
a possibility that it will go a quarter of a 
cent lower. Any considerable fall will cre- 
ate trouble among holders of large stokes 
of cotton and throw it on the market at 
any prace.

Car, Passes Away. 
OFFICER SHOOTS NEGRO MAN 


Suit Against Bondsmen of Postmaster 
at Cochran—A Temporary Re- 
ceiver—A Sad Death. 


Macon, Ga., October 9.—(Special.)—R. A, 
Minor, the young postal clerk who was 
removed to the city hospital last night 
suffering from the effects of a fall of 
twenty-five feet off a Southern railway 
trestle near this city, died shortly after 
noon today. His injuries were all internal, 
and death was known early this morning 
to be but a matter of short time. 

The young man had been suffering for sev- 
eral days with styes, one eye being bandaged 
and the other nearly blinded. Soon after 
leaving the union depot he saw it was im- 
possible to distribute the mails, and at 
the junction decided to take an incoming 
passenger and return to the city. The 
porter had but a moment before climbed 
out the mail car door with the exchange 
mail pouch, and being half blind, young 
Minor stepped out behind him. The train 
was still moving and had passed upon the 
trestle by the time Mr. Minor jumped from 
the car and took his fatal fall, The negro 
had a narrow escape, barely landing in 
the darkness on the ground at the end of 
the trestle. 

The remains will be sent to the home of 
the parents of the deceased, at Milledge- 
ville, where they will be interred tomorrow 
morning. He was a son Of Mr. Francis 
Minor, of Milledgeville, and a brother of 
Mr. J. T. Minor, a postal clerk running out 
of Atlanta, and a brother of Rev. C. W. 
Minor. A number of mail clerks from here 
will attend the funeral of their dead com- 
rade. . 

A Desperate Encounter. 

Special Officer Arthur Jobson and a no- 
torious negro named Wade Hampton had 
a desperate encounter near Vineville last 
night, and only bad aim saved one or both 
of them from death. 

The officer ha@ arrested the negro for 
stealing, and was walking him to a patrol 
call box, assisted by a negro boy, when 
he stopped a passing hack and started to 
load his prisoner in. Hampton saw his op- 
portunity for possible escape, and tackled 
the officer and boy. Snatching a revolver 
from the pocket of Jobson’s assistant, he 
raised up to fire at the officer just as Job- 
son sent a bullet whizzing through his 
scalp. Both men began firing, and only 
stopped when the charges in their revolvers 
had been exhausted. Hampton ran, but 
was found today in the house of a friend. 
He was suffering from a bullet wound 
through the fleshy part of the thigh and 
another in the left arm. He is now in the 
hands of a physician at the jail. Officer 
Jobson was slightly wounded in the hand. 

Suit Against Bondsmen. 

Today there was filed in the United States 
court at Macon by District Attorney Gary, 
in behalf of the United States government, 
a suit against Samuel Mayer, William B. 
Watts, Jake Maas, Joseph J. Taylor, 
Charles E. Taylor, John C. Dunham, Rob- 
ert E. Nichols, N. S. Taylor, Thomas D. 
Weeks, bondsmen of ex-Postmaster Quinn 
L. Howard, of Cochran, now deceased. 
Howard was postmaster at Cochran from 
July 1, 1885; to October 29, 1893. The gov- 
ernment alleges that during that time 
Howard became indebted to it $366.04, which 
he has not paid, hence the suit against 
the bonhdsmen. The bond was for $5,000. 


£ Temporary Receiver. 

Mr. Z. A. Littlejohn, of Cordele, and Mr. 
Marion Erwin, of Macon, as attorneys for 
W. B. Hutchinson, of Michigan City, Ind., 
have filed in the United States court at 
Macon a petition for foreclosure and re- 
lief against McDuffie Cain, Jr., of Mont- 
gomery, Ala.: Arthur Kirkland, of Cordele, 
and Arthur Kirkland, administrator of the 
estate of John W. Moore. 

On the 7th day of March, 1893, the de- 
fendants were doing business at Cordele, 
operating a lumber and planing mill, etc., 
under the firm name of Moore, Kirkland & 
Co. They became indebted to plaintiff, W. 
B. Hutchinson, in the sum of $15,000, giving 
twenty-four notes, each for $625. The firm 
gave a mortgage on their property to plain- 
tiff to secure the payment of the $15,000. 
Some of the indebtedness has been paid, 
there remaining past due and unpaid 
$4.996.10. 

The petition of plaintiff alleges that de- 
fendants are insolvent. and to secure the 
payment of the $4.996.10 alleged to be due 
he has filed in the United States court his 
bill for foreclosure and ask for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver. 

Judge Speer has appointed Colonel Dan 
G. Hughes, of Macon, temporary receiver, 
and Judige Speer has ordered defendants to 
show cause before him at Macon on No.- 
vember 2d next why the receivership should 
not be made permanent and the prayer of 
the plaintiff granted. 

A Very Sad Death. 

Miss Margaret Alexander, of Paris, Ky., 
died this wmning at 8 o'clock in ‘Macon at 
the residenc® of her aunt, Mrs. Ben C. 
Smith, on Mulberry street. She came to 
Macon six weeks ago to visit Miss Cleve- 
land Smith. One week after her arrival 
she was taken sick with typhoid fever. 
Her father, Colonel George Alexander, was 
telegraphed and came to Macon immedi- 
ately and has remained at his daughter’s 
bedside ever since. The remains will be 
taken tomorrow morning to Paris, Ky., for 
interment. The deceased was only nine- 
teen years old. She was exceedingly beau- 
tiful and possessed a lovely nature.

The eastern and western newspapers 
which reached, the city yesterday show 
that deep interest has been manifested 
throughout. the country in the result of 
this state election, and that democrats 
generally are rejoicing over the victory. 
The efforts of some of the gold papers to 
minimize the victory an@ placing the ma- 
jority. for Governor Atkinson as. low as 
10,000, were inspired from sources which 
democrats.all understand. When the real 
facts were sent out early Wednesday 
evening it was claimed that the state tick- 
et had carried by from 35,000 to 40,000, and 
the papers which had received the 10,000 
reports made g. strong kick against the 
unfair treatment which they had received 


from the people who had sent out such. 


estimates. Of course it was clearly under- 
stood that the wish jn: this case’ was the 
father to the thought—that they could not 
have been so badly fooled. 
Here is a sample. It introduced the. re. 
port sent to Western Associated Press pa- 
pers: ! : 
“Atlanta, Ga., October 7.—One of the 
nardest fought state elections ever held in 
Geo has resulted today in tearing 
down the demacratic ma rerity of years 
to a figure less than 30.000. Involved in 
the wreck are the eee fortunes. of 
ex-Speaker Charles F. Crisp, whose elec- 
tion to the United States senate, to. suc- 
ceed General Gordon, is exceedingly prob- 


lematical.” ; 

This same press association sent out 
estimates of a W,000 majority the night of 
the election. 

Some Legislature Races. 

The greatest interest locally was mani- 
fested in the close race for senatorship. 

The official returns from the thirty-first 
district show that Judge McCurry has 
been defeated by the populist leader, Yan- 
cey Carter. The vote is very close, 
deed, but Carter, it is understood, wins 
by a majority of 9. 


In the ‘thirty-third district Mr. Redwine. 
is elected, Banks county giving ‘him a ' 


majority of 220; but in the thirty-second 


district it is understood that J. F. Castle- . 
berry, the populist candidate, has defeated . 


Colonel J. M. Bishop. The three counties 
composing this district are up in the moun- 
tains and the official returns are slow in 
getting here. Lumpkin county, however, 
went populist; Dawson was very.closée and 
so was White. It will require the official 
report on the senatorship to determine 
who has won. 

The Irwin county official return {is nec- 
essary to decide who has won in the fif- 
teenth district. The candidates there are 
Messrs, McRae and Wootten, both demo- 
crats. 

In the third district, which has been 
considered close, Dr. Comas, a democrat, 
wins, as has been stated, and.a democrat, 
Mr. Meadows, wins in the sixteenth dis- 
trict. 

It will require the official count to de- 
cide as between Dr. Goljen and Mr. 
Craven in the thirty-:‘ghth district. In 
each of the three countgs of that district 
the democratic candidate for the legisla- 
ture was elected, but the populists carried 
laralgon for the head of the ticket. The 
result will depend upon the voteg indi- 
vidually received by these two men. 

The unofficial report from Lumpkin coun- 
ty indicated the defeat of Hon. W. A. 
Charters, for the house, but later reports 
indicate he has been elected. In Catoosa 
there has heen a lively race for the legis. 
lature between democrats, and lion. W. H. 
Yates wins. In Rabun, Hon. R. A. Hamby 
wins. In Appling county the early reports 
indicated ‘the election of Mike Branch, the 
pepulist leader—this is not Mel—but the 
official returns show, that Hon. J. W. 
Johnson, democrat, is elected. 

In Butts county there ‘s going to be a 
contest. The returns show the election of 
Hon. A. H. Ogletree, the democratic nom- 
inee, who had as hia opponent Colonel Y. 
A, Wright, independent. The majority for 
Ogletree is 8. Mr. Wright will-contest the 
seat of Ogletree on the ground that the 
Worthville manager was notary public and 
ex-officio justice of the peace, and that the 
law requires justices of the peace for 
managers. The same point is made against 
Towaliga district, The aggregate majority 
for Oglethorpe in these two districts is 114. 
The democrets say that if. this objection 
holds good. it must necessarily held good 
against Doublin district, which was man- 
aged in the same way and which gives 
Wright 44 majority. They point out that 
while the point is not good, if it were good 
and should apply to one, it would apply to 
all three districts and still leave Ogletree 
a majority of nine. Mr. Wright, in his pe- 
titien to the consolidating board, charges 
various frauds all over the county. Both 
parties were represer.ted in the managers 
and all state that no fraud was perpe- 
trated.
